PROVISIONAL RESIDENT VITAL STATISTICS FOR THE STATE OF MISSOURI 

Provisional Vital Statistics for January 2013 

Live Births increased in January as 6,064 Missouri babies 

were born compared with 5,898 born one year earlier.  Cumu-

lative births for 12-month period ending with January show a 

slight decrease from 75,899 in 2012 to 75,566 in 2013.  The 

provisional count for 2012 of 75,400 represents the fifth con-

secutive year of decreasing Missouri births. 

 

Deaths increased sharply in January as 5,726 Missourians 

died compared with 5,019 in January, 2012. This increase 

probably reflects an influenza outbreak in early 2013.  Cumu-

lative deaths for the 12 months ending with January also show 

an increase, from 55,534 to 56,492. 

 

The Natural Increase in January was only 338 (6,064 births 

minus 5,726 deaths).  This represents one of the smallest 

monthly natural increases in the last 20 years.  For the 12 

months ending with January, the natural increase declined 6.3 

percent from 20,365 to 19,074. The provisional 2012 natural 

increase of 19,615 is first time the annual natural increase has 

been below 20,000 in ten years. 

Marriages increased slightly in January and for the 12 

months ending with January.  For the 12 months ending with 

January, marriages increased from 39,297 to 39,388. 

 

Dissolutions of Marriage decreased slightly in January as 

1,737 couples divorced compared with 1,778 one year earlier.  

For the 12 months ending with January, dissolutions de-

creased by 3.4 percent from 23,305 to 22,512. 

 

Infant Deaths increased for the 12 months ending with Janu-

ary from 475 to 495.  For the 12 months ending with January, 

the infant death rate increased from 6.3 to 6.6 per 1,000 live 

births.  The 2012 provisional infant death rate of 6.6 per 1,000 

live births represents the first increase in the annual infant 

death rate since 2007.
